Always taught from his firft recoHee- 
tion to confider himfelf as futh, Add- 
phus, the eldeft of thefc boys,i hod never 
felt a wifh that he did not imagine he 
had a right to gratify. During the early 
part of his life, the excellent fenfe of his 
mother had not been able to counteract

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the impreffions given him, as well by his - 

uncle, who was -extremely fond of him, 

as by his tutor, wl$p «atte nded him to 

Eton, and the fervants and dependants, 

who fekbm rfeil to make their court to the 

heir <oB a mitik houfe* The matters of a, 

great fdhool are apt ttfihew that pupils 

<!ohn^ed with title and fortune haye a 

more than orclinary {hare of their regard * 

yet among boys of the fame age there 

is always eftablifhed a certain degree of 

equality* candtothis Adolphus Delmont 

ft&mitted wkh rduftarice. As he wks 

• plac^«#hoiity his brother, in a private 

houfc, attended by a fervant, and under 

ktiie immfcdiate dire&ion of k tutor, who 

i»d;a' large ftipendfor his trouble, he by 

no means liked to be confounded in the 

mafsipf tbfcfc foiwell defciibed by Gray, 

*>asxlifty beys playing at cricket"— He 

was modttfied at the little confutation 

faavwhm by his inferiors^ the continual 

coofciouiiurfe of hh rank, to which they 

ptid no maimer/ of refpcd, kept ' him 

aloof ufiaxm thaa^i and to fuperiors he 

liked 
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liked (lill lefs, becaufe they feemed.to 
demand from him the deference he was 
refufed by others — : — Thus driven to the 
fociety of his tutor, whofe favourite he 
was, he obtained the chara&er of a fallen 
cold-blooded fellow, and a fap, though 
his paffing much* of his time, when out 
of fchool, with Mr. Jeans, his preceptor* 
had in reality nothing to do with any at- 
tention to books, with which he fatigued 
himfelf as little as poffible. 

Nothing could be more unlike him 
than his brother George — He had never 
been made of fo much confequence by 
the people about him ; and his mother, 
though more fondly attached to him 
than (he had ever fuffered to appear, had 
carefully guarded agstinft his falling into 
the fame error as his brother, and had 
taught him that the feelings of others 
were to be confulted as well as his own ; 
he had never, therefore, fuppofed that 
the whole world ought to paufe in filent 
concern if his illuftrious head ached, and 
every one about him obey his caprice 

and 



Md deprecate fab ifi4nraKrar. George 
WHS fomcUmcsfilent without being grave 
or IrikMi^caiddi ^ the opinion of 
Aofei&e did not like, and ftormog to 
ttfe thelfeaft di&ntilation, even .when to 
fek himfetf wiong v to palliate histtwrs^- 
©fteiv indolent and negle&fal, he Jiad at 
otter times fits of fhidy, from which, 
howevety it wa&not difficult forhk friends 
toroufe himy and engage him iirthofc 
violent exercifes, in which, from the 
ibengtbaad agility of his frame* he pftr- 
twolariy excelled^— He was frequently 
involved* in (trapes for hannlefs frolics 
andtnjfpafies out of bounds; but from 
the wildeft excefles which the indulgence 
of thefe animal fpirits led him into, he 
wa* recalled by afingle word from any 
one hefovedy though the harfh voice of 
authority wantonly exerted never ftifad 
to give fomething like obftinacy to his 
refiftance, His intelligent countenance, 
and the acquisition of general infonria- 
tion, above what 1 is ufuaily collc&ed at 
hk ^e, w^re evidences that labilities 
Vol. I. D were 
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were uncommon ; yet fuch was hb indo- 
lence, or diflike to the rules with which 
Jhe was to begin his ftudies at fchool, that 
/he, fell into continual difgrace with the 
matters, and was left at the bottom of 
•his dafs, while many a heavy lad, without 
the fiftieth part of his talents, looked down 
.upon him with fcorn. Thefe violations 
;of rules were frequent, and punifhment 
had no effe& to reclaim him ; yet, un- 
like other boys, his eccentricities did not 
Hconfift of parties on horfeback to dine at 
a tavenvor failing fchemes on the water: 
he was fometimes indeed concerned in 
thefe frolics, but oftener fat out alone on 
a ramble he knew not whither, and yield- 
ing to the pleafure of temporary liberty, 
quite forgot the reftraint impofed upon 
him, and threw himfelf down under a 
tree with fome favourite book, then fell 
into a reverie as he liftened to the wind 
t among the branches, or the daihing-tf 
• the water againft the banks, Svhere, among 
the reeds and willows crowding over the 
Thames, he not unfrequently delighted 
' , to

to conceal himfelf from the mirth of his 
comrades, that gave him no pieafure, and^ 
from that needlefs rigour of enquiry 
which he felt to be an intolerable perfe- 
cution. He never could underiland tl*at 
half the restraints impofed upon him did 
not originate rather in the wantoonefs 
of tyranny, that induces men to exercife 
yftwer merely becaufe they have it f thaa 
becaufe it was" really their duty to check 
the eccentricities of the boys whofe edu- 
cation they undertook ; and therefore t 
when Mr,. Jean?, his private tutor, hunt- 
ed him with acrimonious reproach from 
his beloved folitudes, and attempted to 
compel him to pafs hours, which he coa* 
fidered as his own, in liftening to uninte- 
refting le&ures, or parading details of his 
learning, George feldom attended with 
patience and obedience; yet while he 
was moil eagerly bent to indulge himfelf 
in one of his favourite rambles, a fingle 
word from his brother, whom he loved, 
though they fo little refembled each other j 
any thing IU^p a reafon why he fhoukl 
& D 2 not 
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not indulge himfelf, from one of the few 
Ichool friends to whom he was attached, 
were at any time fafficient to turn him 
from his purpofe ; and other accidents 
often brought him home early from his 
intended' rambles. 

4 The allowance made by their uncle 
%o both the brothers for pocket money 
%as viry liberal; it was well known 1» 
fee- fo, and known alfo that Ge&rge Del* 
mont could never refufe a requeft, even 
when he had ; no regard, or hardly any 
acquaintance with the boy who made 
ft. Thefe borrowers very rarely remem- 
bered their promifes of repayment* and 
George, who was very carelefs about 
money, never could prevail upon him- 
felf to remind them of it. Thus* 
when he had (haken off the officious Mr- 
Jeans, and was {pringing forth on one 
of thofe rambles which were his principal 
enjoyment, he was often flopped on the 
way by fome piteous ftory of hunger, of 
houfekfs poverty, of difailers from fire 
or flood, from ficknefs or fliipwreckr-

a wounded foldkr (hewed him his mu- 
tilated limb—- a fightlefs faHor recounted 
how he had loft his eyes by lightning 
from heaven, or by an exj)lofion ? of pown 
der — an old man, bent to the earth 
by years or calamity, related that he had 
beep driven from his home by the man 
giftrates or officers, who, when the fon 
who ufed to fuppprt him had been 
farced to go for a foldier, would compel 
the decrepid father to return to a remote 
pariih, whither his feeble limbs refufed 
w <nwrey mm~fc womas pale and 
emaciated prefented herfelf, one infant 
bung on her breaft, two others following 
her^ (be was the widow of an Irilh. 
IbkHer, he was dead in the Weft Indies j 
(he was refufed relief in any pari(h herei 
(he was beting her way to Ireland. — 
Such, and an infinite number of other 
obje&s, in all the lad " variety of wretch-* 
ednefs," were before the eyes of George 
Delmont whitherfbever lie turned — He 
had not learned, he would never liften 
tQ the cold and cruel poUcy that Mr. 
D 3 Jeans 
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Jeans endeavoured moft feduloufly to 
inculcate — He would not believe that 
all thefe were impoftors, as Jeans de- 
clared them to be; he would hardly 
allow that any of them ever deceived 
him, while his heart fwelled with in- 
dignation againft thofe whom thefe real 
or apparent fufferers defcribed as having 
been thq caufe of their, wretchednefs, and 
againft the fyftems through which only 
they could be inflifted. From detefta- 
tion againft individuals, fuch as juftices 
tod overfeers, he began to reflect on the 
laws that put it in their power thus to 
drive forth to nakednefs and famine the 
wretched beings they were empowered to 
protect ; and he was led to enquire if 
the complicated mifery he every day 
faw (a very very fmall part of fo wide 
ari evil) could be the fruits of the very 
beft laws that could be framed in a ftate 
of fociety faid to be the moft perfeft 
among what are called the civilized na^ 
tions of the world. Whenever any of 
thefe unhappy wanderers prefented them- 
,, felves 
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fefves in his walks, he forgot evdry pro- 
jeft he had formed for the amufement 
of the day ; he loft every defire but to 
relieve a fellow creature in diftrefs, and 
as, from his thoughtlefs liberality to his 
fchool fellows, he was not unfrequently 
without a, fhilling, in fuch an evil hour 
he took the claimant on his pity to his 
dame's, and folicited his brother, or even 
Mr. Jeans himfelf, to fupply him with 
the means of relieving the poor objedt— 
Adolphus, fometimes influenced by the 
pride of giving, at others too indolent 
to refift importunity, generally gave him 
what he a&ed; but Mr. Jeans. never 
wanted an excufe for denial, and inftead 
of aflifting the benevolent purpofe of his 
pupil, teafed him with remonftrance, or 
drove him away with reproof, while Mrs; 
JCempthwaite, the notable gentlewoman 
of the houfe, never failed, if fhe heard 
the debate, to become a party in it. 
Her reafons, however, for difliking pau* 
pers of every defcription were entirely 
on the furface i " (he hated them/' fti$ 
D 4 faid, 



laid, "for they were na% dirty creatures > 
t-be fellows and wenches were all thieves j 
flije once loft a fait fpoon by one of them 
whqm Matter George thought proper to 
bring to her door for cold victuals ; it was 
true, indeed, he had bought her four 
¥ery bandfoms fpoons of the fame fort, 
or perhaps a little heavier, but that, 
though it was very pretty of him, was 
nothing to the purpofe ; (he could npt 
away with haying fuch trsrops Uu&ipg 
tound her door for e;vpr j 'tw^ a difgpaq* 
to the houfe : and #16 h?]3Sdj if Ms8e£ 
Geoi^e would not think ijetter of it, 
that Mr. Jeans would fpeak to my 
Lord." 

Her intereft, however, with Mr. Jeans 
was in the mean time powerful enough 
to engage him to impede as much as he 
Could -this inconvenient philanthropy. 
His unfeeling apathy and fyftematic cal- 
loufnefs on this point gradually gave to 
bis youngeft pupil foch a diftafte to his 
Society, and fcorn of his doftrine, that 
in pioportion as he thought more of the 

duties 
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j Mies of mankind towards each other, 
j and nead more of thofe books, whole 
| firft recommendation had been Jeans's 
| endeavours to prevent his leading 
them, he held his tutor more and more 
in abhorrence. While, however, Mr. 

f Jeans knew himfetf to be a fevourite 
with the elder brother, he had no appre* 
benfions of being difplaced by the diflike 
of the younger, and at once to gratify 
his own pique towards him, and effeda 
confeientious difcharge of the duty en* 
fcrufted to him, Mr. Jeans took every 
oocafion to infinuate to Lord Ciftle- 
danes and Mrs. Delmont the eccentric, 
and, as he feared, unfortunate difpoiitioii 
of the young man. Lord CaJfckdancs, 
who really loved George better than any 
p of his brother's children, gave very littlfc 
attention to the malevolent hints of 
feans, whom he confideredjas a pedant 
without any but college idea* $ whii$ 
Mrs. Delmont, though, {he heard him 
with patience, found nothiiag jn his con*- 
plaints, when they were inveftigated, 
D 5 but 
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but a confirmation of thofe excellent^ 
qualities which had endeared this boy to 
her even more than his brother. George, 
on his party knew that Jeans, amidft all 
his pretences, was given to fenfual indul- 
gences altogether difgraceful to him, 
and particularly inconfiftent with his pre- 
tended (andfcity; yet fuch was the ge- 
nerality of his nature, that he difdained 
- *6 retaliate agsrinft the Tartuffe he de- 
fpifed, and was eager to join with his 
brother in petitioning their uncle to be- 
ftow on Jeans a piece of preferment in 
his gift, though it did not remove him 
from his tutoilhip, but, as George had 
forefeen, made him more dogmatical, 
overbearing* and infufferable. This ao 
quifition, however, had not increafed to 
Gtorge Delmont the inconveniences of 
his government many months, before 
Lord Caftledanes and Colonel Delmont 
agreed, that the time was come when it 
would be proper for Adolphus, then *:on- 
fidered as4he heir of the family, to make 
the tour oiFEurope.— ^Neither of them were 

very 
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yciy partial to Mr. Jeans, but they confi* 
dered that he had, from long habit, acquir- 
ed great influence over the mind of his pu- 
pil. His deficiency of knowledge in the lan- 
guages of the people he was going among, 
a foreigner hired for the purpofe, fon*e- 
thing between a fervant and a fecretary, 
was to fupply, and with this arrange- 
ment Adolphus Delmont had left Ehton 
about fix months before his brother was 
feized with the epidemic diftemper, which 
had in the event been fo fatal to the 
intereft as well as the happinefs of his 
family. — At the period of jbis elder bro- 
ther's departure, George .ffkd juft com-* 
meted his fixteenth year; the interval 
between that time and his being feized 
with this dangerous illnefs was that ia 
which he had acquired more knowledge 
than during all his former ftudies pur- 
fued under the immediate dife&ion of 
jMr. Jeans for about five years — He 
now underftood perfe&ly what had be- 
fore, been fo indiftin&ly communicated, 
or fodiftaftefully enforced, that bis atten- 
D 6 tioa 
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tkm l*ad involuntarily recoiled. He ms 
at the head of the fchool, and by his ex- 
ample imparted to fuch of his affociates 
as had a turn for literature an ardent 
delight in its purfuits; he no longer 
wanted friends to whom he could commu- 
nicate his pleafures, and who animated his 
enthufiafm by participation. — At liberty 
to chufe his own reading at his hours 
of private ttudy, he had made a collec- 
tion of his favourite poets and eflayifts. 
Some modern Works, which Mr. Jeans 
had forbidden him ever to open at all, 
Vfcrt purchafed and read with attention* 
greater perhaps than he would have 
given them had they never been pro- 
hibited.*-Whik Adolphus was travelling 
through France with the idea only of 
wailing himfelf of fuch pleafures as were 
jret to be enjoyed amidft the fermen- 
iatiOfi^of the great and awful changes 
that^ere approaching, George ;was an- 
ticipating and tracing their progrefe in 
tibe writings of thofe who have been fop- 

pofei 
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pofed to have contributed t& their pro- 
duction. 

While Adolphus was looting with 
common eyes on the fcene where Tett 
had refiftcd the petty tyrant of hie 
country, mid Roufleau deftroyed the 
hydra of felfe opinion and fettering pre- 
judice, George was envying hb brother 
the delights that he was incapable of 
tailing, fighing with boyifli enthufiaftri 
for the fcenes of fimple hofprtality in the 
Pais de Vaud, and languishing to wander 
among Alpine rocks and torrents, and 
to gaze on an imaginary Clarens from the 
rocks of Meillerie. — Such was the di£ 
pofitkm of his mind when he was over- 
taken by a difeafe that threatened his 
life, and fo much affefted his intellects, 
that he knew nobody but his mother 5 
her image was the laft imprefed on his 
vecolle&ion when he funk into total in- 
fenfibility, and the firft that returned to 
his memory when from that ftnpor he 
recovered to &U into ftraething tefem- 

blrng 
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bllng rather the underftanding of a 
child of four or five years old than his 
Qwn> in which (late he remained for 
fome days, till with his bodily ftrength 
his faculties were flowly repaired : he 
then looked round him in vajn for the 
dear, the tender friend, whom he remem- 
bered had never left his bed, and who 
yrould, he thought, be the firft to watch 
with maternal pleafure his return to life 
and reafon — he afked for her, but re- 
ceived only evafive anfwers from the 
attendants — his fitters did not appear; 
what was becojne of them? and why 
did he not fee them fince his fever was 
gone, and there was no longer any reafon 
to dread infection ? — His father, he knew, 
was abfent on military bufinefs in a dif- 
tant part of England, but why did he 
#ot fee his uncle, who ufed to be fo an- 
xious whenever any of the children, 
whom he confidered as his owh, were 
threatened with illnefs? — -As thefe enqui- 
ries preffed upon his mind, he became 
more, and more impatient and uneafy, 

and 
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and queftioned his attendants with fuch 
eagernefs of anxiety, that it was no 
Jonger poffible for them to evade anfwer- 
ing, if not by words, by the confufion 
and grief they could not conceal.

— The cold 
auftere manners, virulent prejudices, and 
malevolent temper of his ancient relation 
would have difgufted him, had he not 
continually had an image fo different 
before his eyes. As he was more re- 
markable for a carelefs fincerity than for 
prudence, he took very little pains to 
conceal from any one his diftafte for the 
old lady's precepts and conversation, and 
fled more continually than before to his 
beloved feclufion.

All the ridicule thrown on 
ihe Doctor and his wife, as well as the 
romantic rhodomoBta^e that fdUspwed if, 
and the concluding tendefSppfcaltoher 
pity, were calculated to amufe and in- 
tereft a very young peifbn, who, finceftie 
left her gov^rnefs; and her mttfery,had 
been confined to fuch fociety- as were 
to be found at thi houfe p£Mrs. Qfewk- 
herne, ampftg .whom a finale rW^salmoft

5 'hated literary fociety, was wretched 
lere fhe could not be the firft figure, 
i difgufted by the plain, truths told 
I 3 her 
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her by many of his friends, from whom 
fhe expedted adulation. The fingletie 
between them being broken by the early 
death of the only child they ever had, 
(he affumed the privilege her fortune 
gave her (for the greatefi; part of it (he 
had referved to her own ufe) and puffed 
every fummer at fome place of public 
refort ; every winter in London ; where, 
had Mr. Armitage enquired narrowly 
into her conduft, he might perhaps have 
found caufes that would have juftified 
his applying to the laws of his country 
to have diffolved this ill-aflbrted connec- 
tion. But he could not prevail upon 
himfelf to expofe, in a court of law, a 
woman whom he had once loved, and 
who had been the mother of a cjiild 
he had been paffionately fond of. He 
wifhed not to try his fate again in a 
lottery, where he thought the chances fo 
much againft him ; and it was at length

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Paris at the taking the Baltille, and had 
applauded the fpeech of Mirabeau, in 
the Jeu-de-Paumes ; and, on his return, 
had ventured to write a pamphlet* in 
which, while he exhorted the French 
people not to fuller themfelves to be led 
by the firfl effervefcencc of Jiberty, into 
fuch licentioufnefs as would rifk thelofs 
of it, he hazarded a few opinions on the 
rights of nations, and the purpofes of 
government* which though they had been 
written and fpoken, and printed a thou* 
fand times- under different forms, and 
were befides modified by the niceft at* 
tention to the exifting circumftances of 
his own country, and foftened by aroald- 
jiefs and amenity of language, which was 
thought very confiderably to weaken 
their effedt, yet thefe hign crimes and 
mifdemeanors had eftranged from him 
two or thtee old friends who held places, 
and jereral otters who expedfced them.

All this political vehemence, much of 

which wa* very oppofite to the tenets of

from-many ingredients which had accu- 

I.5 mulated 
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mulated in the mind of Mrs. Crewk- 
heme, where, as in the magic cauldron of 
Hecate, they had fermented, till fuch a 
*fpirit was produced by them as really 
gave the poor gentlewoman, in the pa- 
yoxyfms of its operation, the air of a 
prieftefe of Cybelc, in -all the Horrors of 
infpiration. Her little red eyes feemed 
too much inflamed to ftay in theirfock- 
ets : (he ftretched her cheeks, gafped for 
breath, and trembled with ire, fo that it 
was, if not dangerous, at leaft fo difa- 
greeabje to encounter her in ,thefe phre- 
netic fits, that George Delmont, who did 
not love to fee her expofe herfelf,, firft, 
becaufe (he was a woman, and next, be- 
^ caufe fhe was his grandmother's After, 
ufed to wave the fufcgetfl hinjfelf, and 
draw off from it any of his friends, who, 
might unwarily be engaged .tp. try with 
her the friendly controverfy of eoaverfar 
tion. 

If, however,.it unfortunately happened, 
that fome lucklefs wight unwittingly 
touched on any topic, in away which (he 

thought; 
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thought indicated the lead partiality, or 
even mercy, towards that great magazine 
of fuel, for' her rage, the French revolu- 
tion, the tygreft; robbed of her young(. 
was gentler. In< 'proportion as fcer pre- 
judices, were violent, hir arguments were 
weak. She hated 'every tody born on 
the other fidfe of the water, becaufe they 
were not Englilhmen ; and when it was 
humbly reprefen ted to her, that fuch a 
circumftance was rather their misfortune 
than their fault, fince every man and wo- 
man would undoubtedly be born in Eng- 
land if they could, (he then, hated the 
Erench in particular, becaufe they were 
our natural enemies, and papifts; but on 
its being gently obferved to her, that of 
that lafL. error th$y had, as far as they 
could* cured themfelves,. (he -then i dis- 
covered that ihc abhorred them ten times 
more for that very> reafon*. 

To. all thefe wide and well-founded; 
caufesof her deteftation,. which ihe had 
learned when a girl, and fancied was a part 
of a fort of fecond creed, were added her 
1.6 fears,. 
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fears, not only for her money, the greatcft 
part of which was in the ftpeks, but, if 
the barbarians (hould invade us, (he had 
terrible forboding$ of what might occur 
to her perfowl, fafety* in cafe of £uch an 
event- In this, laft article, (hcrtally had 
apprehenfions of the moft diftoeifcng na- 
ture imaginable, infomuch that Upwood, 
being only about feven or dght -and* 
twenty miles, from the coaft, had been 
with her one reafon for re£ufing:toTemaifl 
•there, the two firft winters \after Mife 
Delmont became her ^charge,: which, 
notwithflanding her horror, of folitiude, 
fhe vtould otherwife gladly h^ve done,, to 
fave what Ihe loved extremely* .her ; mo- 
Hey. . . 

Then, in addition to alL this, ihe felt

She had been 
amazed, pfetrified, enchanted, carried to 
the feventh heave A by hfs eloquence; and 
nobbdy, tinlefs Whitfield himfejf was to 
return to earth, could fever again fo affeft 
and Convince her. Ever fince that bleffecl 
epodia, thettfore, (lie filenced every one 
who -ventured to enter the' lifts with — 
" Sir, t l&ve hfcard from that moft won- 
derful mah"-^-" Sir, I affure you, on 
the authority of the firft orator of the 
age,* which Miad from himfelf "— -or, "5ir, 
it wafc & temark <>f ' my friend, the moft 
admirable Mr; B^-^. M The difcomfit- 
ed adverfary, whom fhe thus put dow% 
was often compelled to fly iii difmay, 
having nothing he ventured to oppofe 
to fuchauthorlty. 

Nw^ MK Armitage was believed ta 
have written, befides the mild and gentle 
pamphlet hfe avowed, a very cutting ar- 
gumentative book agaihft one of the pro- 
du&ions of Mrs. CrewkherneYidoli and 
when to fuch offences was added, the 

terrible 
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terrible fufpicion he had lately been open 
to, of having produced fome unknown 
creature a candidate for the affe&ions 
of George Delniont, at a time when* he 
had an opportunity of marrying an heirefs;, 
the fury which agitated the bread of 
Mrs. Crewkherne, when fhe fet forth to 
make difcoveries againft him, is not to be 
defcribqd.

We know the lawyer's world 
exifts in Lincoln's-inn- fields, and the inns

happens to be very high in the profeflion, 
and in parliament, or with any chance of 
a feat on the woolfack. The world of a 
country curate is in the next market- 
town; that of his employer, the opinion 
of a few dignitaries of the church. The 
foldier's world is in his regiment, or in 

the 
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the favour of thofe who order the moft 
people out of the world in general: but 
to me, who neither am or ever intend to 
be a merchant, a lawyer, a churchman, 
or a military man, why fhould I raife 
around me, by dint of prefcriptive preju- 
dice, this imaginary atmofphere, through 
the medium of which only I can look at 
every objeft ? No, my dear madam, what- 
ever the world may fay of Mr. Glen- 
morris, or of me, I do believe that we 
fhould on almoft every fubjedt agree. I 
am fure we fhould in our contempt of 
all fuch prejudices as enflave the mind, 
and jeftrain man's bed prerogatives, that 
of thinking, faying what he thinks, and, 
where he can, a<5ting up to his thoughts."

Accuftomed to the elegancies and luxu- 
ries of life, he has relinquiftied them all, 
and is become a citizen of an infant re^ 
public, though little more than the plain 
requifites of life are to be obtained even 
there with the very fmall fortune Tie now 
poffeffes. For himfelf he would be con- 
tent, and I do not believe any confederation 
would induce him to return to England 
or Scotland ; yet, when his daughter's 
intereft is in queftion, you fee he gives up 
both that daughter on whom he doats 
with the moft extravagant fondnefs ; he 
gives up for a time her mother, and fends 
them to purfue the fortune whjch he 
thinks his child bas a right to. This is 
fubmitting not only to the greateft de- 
privation that can befal him, for a pur- 
pofe. which, considering the glorious un- 
certainty 
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certainty of the l*iw, and all we have 
againft us, may never be anfwered ; but 
it is fubmitting to prefent pain for a pur- 
pofe, which, were himfelf only concerned, 
he would defpife.

"What you have juft faid, however, is un- 
fortunately true, though the period may 
not be very far off, perhaps, when its 
truth may be difputed.

You have told me, that on many 
occafions, when a terrific image has been 
fet up before you, by that fuperfthion 
or that prejudice which make fcarecrows 
of every thing or nothing, you have ven- 
tured to approach it, to look refolutely 
at it, and calculating its real power to 
hurt you, have prefently feen it vanifh 
into thin air.

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The contents of this letter could not 
be concealed ; and when, after fome he- 
fitation, the trembling Caroline gave it 
to Mifs Goldthorp to perufe, nothing 
but mortified pride faved her from ex- 
hibiting her indignation and anger : flic 
reftrained her tears however, though with 
painful and evident effort, and entreated 
of her two friends to conceal moft cau- 
tioufly from Doctor and Mrs. Winflow 
the avowal on her part, and the refufal 
on that of Delrnont, which would occa* 
fion fuch exultatioh to them, and to her 
p, degree of mortification it was hardly 
poffible to fupport. 

Delrnont *s intentional abfence, how- 
ever, it was. now no longer eafy to dif- 
guife. The Do&or, glad of a pretence 
to haften their removal, declared he could 
not think of remaining in an houfe from 
which there was reafon to believe his 
prefence had driven the mafter. Mrs. 
Cirewkherne declared that the time (he 
had appropriated to her ftay in the coun- 
try wais already expirees and Mifs Gold- 

* thorp 
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horp making no longer any oppofition 
to their departure, fuddenly difcovered 
:hat the could travel without inconve- 
nience. 

-The parting of the two fifters, how- 
ever, was a painful idea to both ; Louifa, 
though (he loved her brother better than 
any other human being, knew not how far 
flie might poffefs that fhare of his aflec- 
tion which he had hitherto bellowed up- 
on her, when he had avowed his attach- 
ment to fome woman, who it was pro- 
bably his intention to make the miftrefs 
of his houfe ; while Mrs. Crewkherne, 
without knowing what he had himfelf 
acknowledged, laboured to imprefs on 
the timid minds of both the fifters, that 
their brother's purpofe was tb introduce 
into his houfe fome perfon of doubtful, 
or of bad chara&er, to whom Mr. Ar- 
mitage had made him known. Louifa 
was at once hurt by Deimont's want of 
confidence in her, and fearful of finding 
herfelf in the way of any arrangement he 
* had 
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had propofed making, fhe therefore liften- 
ed to an invitation given by Mifs Gold- 
thorp, and fecorided by Mrs. Winflow, 
topafs the winter with them in Sackville- 
ftreet, Mrs. Winflow being delighted 
to continue the acquaintance with the 
lifters, now that her fears were over about 
the brother. 

Louifa, like mod girls of her age, was 
eager for novelty, and yet fearful of quit- 
ting her brother, who, when (lie was alone 
and deferted, had proved himfelf fo ten- 
derly attached to her, and had fince fo 
kindly iuftru&ed, or fondly prote&ed her;

- You are now, 
my Louifa, in your feventeenth year 5 
you have a very good underftanding, 
which wants nothing but a litlle more 
ftrength, in points that relate to refo- 
hitidn and firmneft, If going this jour- 
ney is agreeable to you, go my dear 
girl, ahd learn to rely, in the few inftances 
where decision can be required, on your 
own judgment to guide your own con- 
: 1 ^ dud. 
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th*6L It is not good to have always,, 
even in trifles* fomebody to lean upon;: 
for as, fooner or later, every body muft 
a<5t for themfelves, the earlier an habit 
is acquired of confidering confequences- 
in every point, and being dire&ed by 
judgment, the fooner an ufeful chara&er 
is formed. I do not love the wavering 
imbecility of temper, which, if long yield- 
ed to, becomes an habit; and if mjr 
Louifa has a fault, it is a little tendency 
to what the French call, " Pinconfe^ 
quence." 

€ ;" It is, in a trifling degree, vifible in 
your letter* Why would you not write, 
m your fair hand, fair and fimple truth ? 
Then you would have faid, " Brother, I 
fliould like to pafs the winter with Mifs 
Goldthorp, but I am afraid you will not 
willingly acquiefce. I love you, brother, 
but, indeed, pafling a. long long winter at 
Upwood, will be very melancholy for 
your poor Louifa, and it will be fad to 
be again, feparated by lb many miles 
N a from* 
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from Caroline; befides, they tell me 
that you have fome attachment, and per- 
haps may wilh me away ; therefore, dear 
George, I defire to go." 

I can fee through the pretty little well 
turned artifices in her letter,' that my 
Louifa meant all this, I will fuppofe 
fhe had been candid enough to have faid 
it ; and I thus anfwer. " Go, my dear 
filler, and amufe yourfelf. There can 
be no impropriety under fuch proteftion. 
" II n'y a jamais du mal dans la bonne 
compagnie." A winter in the country 
to a young woman not feventeen, is, 
I own, but a melancholy fort of fpecu- 
lation to look forward to, and I would 
never willingly have you and our Caroline 
long feparated, for nothing is fo fweet 
and becoming as fifterly friendship. As 
to what you have heard, of any attach- 
ment of mine, let me affure you, I ihall 
never have one to any woman, with whom 
fny lifters ought not to affociate; nor 
any conne&ion that can ever make me 
wifli them away. * 

" But 
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* But where there is reffraint, let no 
€>ne look for friendftiip ; I never wills 
therefore, my love, reftrain you, unlefs I 
fee you likely to commit foqie imptu-' 
dence injurious to ydurfelf, which I think 
I never fliall. As $ refidence in London- 
requires more of ornamental drefs thap. 
the country, accept my Lou ifa, of the- 
enclofed trifle, in addition to your allow- 
ance. ' Caroline has a rich friend, and 
therefore I know does not need it > and 
now r adieu, dear fharers in. my love- 
Write to me very frequently, as I will 
to you, and whenever your vifit ends r . 
the houfe and heart of your brother are 
open to you, and not to you only, Louifa,. 
but to my ever dear CarQline, who never 
will, I hope, fuffer herfelf to be es- 
tranged from her and your affectionate 
friend,

The letter enclofed a bank note of 

thirty pounds. Louifa, though ia little 

N 3 , hurt 
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hurt that her brother did not believe heif 
fincere, had yet too much pleafure inl 
being affured of going, to refled very 
deeply. Preparations were immediately 
made for the journey, and pdft-horfes 
ordered for the next day fave one, it 
being fettled that the Window family and 
Mrs. Crewkherne Ihould depart at the 
fame time. 

This they accordingly did. The Doc- 
tor leaving a long formal letter, of thanks 
to Delmont, who, two days after they left 
it, returned to his own houfe. 

The interval of his enforced abfence 
from it, he had pafled at Mr. Armitage's, 
vifiting however the lodging of his new 
friends every day. During that time, he 
had difclofed to both the mother and 
daughter, the affedtion he had conceived 
for the latter. Mrs. Glenmorris N re- 
ceived his declaration with joy, which 
fhe did not attempt to conceal, and 
Medora acknowledged very frankly, that 
(he did not believe fhe ever could like 

any 
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any body fo well as Qie liked him. He
